Not All Hunting Jobs 


Hon. Ian MacKenzie, Minister of Vet- 
erans’ Affairs, said that of 37,252 men and 
women discharged from the armed forces 
in August only 28.6 per cent went out to 
look for new jobs. Ten per cent planned to 
take vocational training. More than four 
per cent intended to take university 
courses. More than twenty-five per cent 
were going back to jobs they ieft to enlist. 

That leaves only thirty-one per cent un- 
accounted for. This includes those who 
had not vet decided what they wanted to 
do in civilian life, girls who planned to get 
married, men who had farms or other busi- 
ness interests to go back to, and perhaps 
some of both sexes whose parents are well 
to do or who for other reasons did not in- 
tend to take up any stated activity at pres- 
ent. 

Particularly interesting is the fact that 
only 28.6 per cent of the dischargees, of 
both sexes, were seeking new employment 
immediately. If this record for August is 
anywhere near the average, the absorption 
of ex-service men and women into civilian 
occupations is not going to be at all the 
difficult problem that was predicted a year 
ago.

Mrs. D. FE. C. Campbe!!, afer only 
14 months of shooting with the 
Greater Edmonton Rifle Associa 
tion, has won the distinction of 
being the first woman in the club 
to win the most difficult of shoot- 
ing feats, the “master” rating 
When the club season opened this 
fall, the competition committee de 
cided to conduct a test that would 
be a real “toughie”. The “master” 
idea resulied. Two targets are 
stapled together end to end, thus 
| presenting, in the case of the target 
rifle event, two “sighters” and ten 
“score” bulls eyes on each of which 
two shots must be fired within a 
time limit of one minute per shot 


| ENDURANCE TEST 


In the sporting rifle event, two 
extra bulls are stapled to the end 


two shots at one 
three at each of 
| the others. Al! of the 20 shots, must 
be fired during one “down”, or, 
in other words, one after the other 
| without leaving the firing point 
Both events, therefore, become 
twice as difficult as the usual 
events which require that only ten 
|shots be fired during one test 
Furthermore, they combine a very 
|rigid test of endurance and nerve 
; With all the qualities of marksman- 
| ship 

The “master” brassard can only 
| be won by competitors who have 
| completed similar tests with smaller 
score requirements in the rifleman, 
|marksman and expert events. 
| Mrs. Campbell won her first 
jthree badges, the Tyro, Rifleman 
j and Marksman, in five nights of 
shooting. Her Dominion Marksmen 
| Expert Shield. she won in April, 
cight months after the outset of 
her shooting career 

In her Marksman she won ten 
“x” badges; in the Expert, 19 “x’ 
rings when only 16 “x” were re- 
quired and in her outstanding feat 
of the “masters”, she scored 20 “x 
rings 


HER OWN RIFLE 


Mrs. Campbell has her own rifle, 
a Winchester 69A and says she 
loves shooting. Evident suprise is 
expressed by her own remarkable 
feats and she modestly declares 
that she was “just lucky.” 

Mrs Campbell has also won sev- 
eral other smaller competitions 
such as the competition conducted 
at St. Albert when she won the 
mixed competition. an achievement 
of no small matter since she shot 
not only against women, but men 
as well, who were expert shots. In
